This action of the “Rosh Ye- 
shivot” was prompted by the 
speech given recently (NJP, Feb. 
10, 1956) before the Rabbinical 
Council] of America’s mid-winter 
conference in Atlantic City by 
Rabbi B. Hollander, president of 
the group. Rabbi Hollander ade 
vocated withdrawal of his group 
from the Synagogue Council of 
America, which represents all 
three wings of Judaism. He con- 
tended that when status is given 
to non-orthodox rabbis it gives 
permission for “thousands of 
Jews to be perfectly content as 
conservative and Reform Jews.” 

THERE HAS not as yet been 
a decision made within the RCA 
itself on Rabbi Hollander’s pre. 
posal. Rabbi Emmanuel Rack- 
man, president of the New York 
Board of Rabbis ang leader of 
the opposition to Rabbi Holland- 
er’s view, feels that “Orthodoxy 
can be better preserved by unity.” 

Although a decision is not im- 
mediately expested, it has been 
learned from a reliable source 
that the majority of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the RCA is 
against the withdrawal of the 
Orthodox group. 

Rabbi Meyer Cohen, director 
of the Agudath Harabonim (The 
Union of Orthodox Rabbis), said 
his organization is in complete 
accord with the verdict handed 
down by the eight Rosh Yeshivot, 
Echoing the opinions of the 
“Psak Din”, the UOR declared 
that “Reform and Conservative 
Rabbis have the status of break- 
ers of religious safeguards and 
standards and their false ideolo- 
gy is based pon heresy and a 
rejection of fundamentals of Ju- 
daism.” 

Rabbi Cohen calleq upon the 
Rosh Yeshivot to “exert their 
influence over their pupils to 
bring about the general Observ- 
ance of these principles.” 

IN THE EVENT that the ver- 
dict is upheld, the Rabbinical 
Council of America will not be 
the only organization effected, 
The New York Board of Rabbis 
is another of the groups pOssess- 
ing trilateral representation. As 
it is, a boycott already exists be- 
tween the NYBR and the two 
Orthodox groups, the Union of 
Orthodox Rabbis and the Rabbin.

Paterson, Rev. John M. Oester- 
reicher of the Institute of Judaeo- 
Christian Studies of Newark 
quoted the unnamed priest as 
saying that a few of the Advo- 
cate “statements are not so bal- 
anced as they, ought to be.” 


THE LETTER was based on 
an exchange in the Advocate 
which began with an editorial 
in its issue of Jan. 7 character- 
izing the Jews as a group of 
people more sensitive than any 
other to religious discrimination 
ang persecution, 

Because of this sensitivity, the 
Advocate statéd, “one would 
have expected when the Jewish 
state of Israel was set up, that 
it would be a model of fair and 
humane treatment to racial and 
religious minorities.” Instead, 
the Advocate declared, the Is- 
raelis drove thousands of Arabs 
from their homes and lately have 
been practicing job discrimina- 
tion against Jews converted to 
Christianity. 

In a reply to this attack, Josh- 
ua H. Justman, director of Press 
relations of the New York Israel 
Office of Information, wrote the 
Advocate that: 

“There is no racial or religious 
discrimination in Israel.” 


THE ADVOCATE replied to 
Justman’s letter with a long edi- 
torial enumerating atrocities and 
instances of religious persecu- 
tion, It was this editorial which 
prompted the Jerusalem priest 
to write to Father Oesterreicher. 

“The Jews moved into Pales- 
tine under the British mandate, 
first legally, by virtue of the Bal- 
four Declaration, and later, when 
homeless and with no place else 
to go, illegally, that is, against 
the will of the mandatory pow- 
er,’ he wrote. When the British 
relinquisheg their mandate and 
the Zionists proclaimed the state 
of Israel, it was the neighboring 
Arab nations who attacked, and 
it was after that the native 
Arabs fled.” 


IN REPLY to the charge made 
by the Advocate that the Israelis 
had confiscated the Catholic 
Shrine of the Cenacle, where 
Christ was said to have institut- 
ed the Holy Eucharist, and that 
the Israelis had converted the 
Cenacle into a “Tomb of David,” 


- to which Christians are denied 


entrance, the Jerusalem priest 
answered: 

“The Catholic shrine of the 
Cenacle was indeed ‘confiscated’ 
but not in the late 1940s by the 
Zionists, rather around 1520 by 
the Moslems, who turned it into 
the Mosque of the Prophet Dav- 
id, in which they venerated the 
tomb of David underneath the 
Cenacle. (That David’s tomb lies 
there is originally a Christian 
tradition which goes back, I 
think, to about 1000 AD.) 

“For many years prior to the 
Jewish-Arab war, the whole 
cOmpound was owned by the 
Moslem clan of the Dajani. When 
hostilities broke out ang the na- 
tive Arabs fled, the compound 
became ‘abandoned property,’ 
and it was then that the Israeli 
80vernment took it over. But 
this is important: the Cenacle, 
the ‘Upper Room,’ kept by* the 
s0vernment under lock and key, 
IS always opened, and in the 
Most co-operative way, to Chris- 
Wan pilgrims. It is true, a diffi- 





culty may arise on the Sabbath, 
when the Israeli guard is absent. 
However, even then it is possible 
for a Christian pilgrim to enter 
the Cenacle.” 


IN ANOTHER portion of the 
editorial, the Advocate quoted 
another Catholic publication as 
saying that the Franciscan Chap- 
el near the Cenacle as well as 
the Terra College in Jerusalem 
have been occupied. To this, the 
Jerusalem priest replied: 

“The Franciscan Chapel, part- 
ly damaged, is not occupied, but 
it is true that the Franciscans 
have, for security reasons, not 
yet been allowed to return. The 
Terra Sancta College used to 
have an almost exclusively Arab 
(both Christian and Moslem) 
student body. In the Jewish-Arab 
war, when most of the Arab 
youths fled, the college had to 
close down for lack of students, 
and ceased to operate. It was 
then that the Hebrew University 
rented part of the building; that 
is, the Franciscans occupy one 
floor and the chapel, which 
serves as a quasi-parish church, 
while they lease the rest to the 
Hebrew University.” 

In sending the letter to the 
Advocate, Father Oesterreicher 
characterized the Jerusalem 
priest as ‘“‘not only a deeply spir- 
itual priest but also a man emi- 
nently fair, sound in judgment, 
with no axe to grind, friendly 
toward and with both Jews and 
Arabs.” 
~“There is, unfortunately, a 
great deal of intolerance in the 
state of Israel,” Father Oester- 
reicher wrote, “not so much 
against Christians in general as 
against Christians of Jewish 
blood. The hardships of Jewish 
converts are great indeed. Still, 





though the truth about this must 


be told, my correspondent feels 
that understanding, patience and 
sympathy will carry us further 
than mere condemnation of in- 
tolerance. For we must not for- 
get that such intolerance’ is in 
large part a—no doubt—deplor- 
able but psychologically under- 
standable reaction to the perse- 
cution of Jews in the past, par- 
ticularly to the slaughter of 
millions by Hitler’s government,” 





Knesset Studies Ban 


On Missionaries 


JERUSALEM (NJP)—A re- 
quest by the religious parties in 
the Knesset that laws be enact- 
eq to restrict the activities of 
Christian missionaries has been 
turned over to the House Com- 
mittee for Education. 

Prime Minister Ben-Gurion told 
the Knesset that “the problem 
of missionaries in Israel is both 
delicate and very complicated 
because Israel is a Holy Land 
for other religions as well.” 

The religious parties request- 
ed legislation to curb the activi- 
ties of the 400 missionaries in 
Israel, ang to place their schools 
outside the framework of the 
law on compulsory education, 
The contemplated legislation 
would have penalized parents 
who register their children in 
missionary schools. 

MK M. Ben Yacov, represent- 
ing the Agudah party, told the 
house that the “missionaries take 
advantage of the difficult eco- 
nomic situation in which many 
families are forced to live at 
present, and offer money or en- 
try visas for foreign countries 
as bait to those who will convert 
to Christianity.”

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Jewish-Sounding Names and Vice Versa Make It Tough For Jordan Police

HAIFA (NJP) — The Jordanian police, who 
have been entrusted with the job of. keeping 
American Jewish tourists and newsmen out of 
Jordan, have been finding out what United States 
Jews have known for a long time — that you 
can’t tell a Jew by his name. 

The Jordanian police last week published a de- 
tailed directory of all American-Jewish names, 
like Friedman, Cohen, Feinberg, Goldberg, David- 
son, Katz, Levy, Strauss, Hyman, etc, 

This Jewish names directory was distributed 
to all border contro] posts at all points of entry 
into Jordan, and all American citizens whose 
names happened to be in the directory, were re- 
fused admission and even insulted, no matter 
if their parents and grandparents were good 
Christians, who just happened to have a Jewish- 
sounding name. 


ONE OF THOSE who were arrested by the 
Arabs, was an American citizen, named Jacob- 
son, who was overheard by the Israeli police 
protesting vehemently and telling the unbeliev- 
ing Jordanian cops that he was not a Jew at 
all, but a Baptist of Swedish descent from Minne- 
sota. He even added that he did not like Jews 
at all. 

The Arab cops, after verifying his statement 
with the American Embassy in Amman, re- 
leased him with apologies, but this did not solve 
their problem. 

As the anti-Jewish section of the Jordanian 
police found out last week, there are many 
Christians with Jewish-sounding names, and 
there are even more Jews with non - Jewish 


names, like Roberts, King, Bogart, and even 


MacDonald and O'Connor. 

The Jewishness of men with these names 
would become public after they left Jordan when 
they granted interviews to Israeli newsmen or 
even published articles themselves. 


TO ADD TO the confusion, the Arab cops 
have also found out that not only could Jacob- 
sons and Davidsons be Christian, and MacDonalds 
and O’Connors Jewish, but that there was a 
multitude of “neutral” names, like Harris, Mor- 
ris, Field, Fields, Green, Leopold, Lion, etc., 
which could be used by Jews and Christians 
with equal success and with equal probability. 

To end this confusion, which made the di- 
rectory of American-Jewish names _ ineffective, 
one high-ranking officer of the Jordanian police 
proposed that all Americans entering Jordan 
should pass through a special medical control, 
which, while ostensibly checking the visitor’s 
health, would “accidentally” determine whether 
he was Jewish by the fact of his circumcision. 
This proposal, at first enthusiastically accepted 
by the cops, had to be dropped, too, not only 
because it was feared that the Americans would 
not allow themselves to be subject to such in- 
dignities, but mostly because one Jordanian po- 
lice officer who studied in the United States, 
pointed out that many Christians in America 
were circumcised, too, fer medical and health 
reasons. 


THE PRESENT POLICY of the Jordanian 
authorities therefore, is to ask every American 
visitor to declare formally that he is not Jew- 
ish, and to require him to sign a written declar- 


ation to this effect. Fines and imprisonment 
are possible. 


This system was introduced because of the 


diplomatic incident caused by the recent arrest . 


by the Arab cops of George Pikov, the well- 
known photographer and special correspondent 
of the National Geographic Magazine. Pikov 
was sent to Jordan on a special mission to write 
and illustrate a piece about the famous ruins at 
Petra and Maan in southern Jordan. After 
traveling with his assistants for 14 days in Jor- 
dan, Pikov returned te Amman, the Jordanian 
capital, to catch a plane for the United States. 


A FEW MINUTES before boarding his plane, 
however, Pikov was grabbed by Jordanian cops, 
who threw him in jail, after confiscating his 
equipment. He was beaten when he denied he 
was an Israeli spy. 

“I am an Irish-Catholic,” Pikov protested. 

It took the personal intervention of the 
American Ambassador at Amman to secure Pj- 
kov’s release after two days in the Arab jail. 
The Arab cops said there was a Jewish publisher 
in Jerusalem named Pikovski, and Pikov must 
be his relative, ergo—he is a dirty Jew and an 
Israeli spy. 

It required a sworn statement by the Ameri- 
can Embassy in ‘Amman to convince the doubtful 
Arab cops that Pikov was not a Jew, but, as he 


_ said, an Irish-Catholic. He added that his real 


name was not Pikov at all, but George Mc- 
Gilbray. As a boy, he was adopted by a Christian 
Russian-American family in Kansas City, named 


' Pikov, and he changed his own name from Mc- 


Gilbray to Pikov to honor his foster parents.

And some of our 
Jewish leaders are even begin- 
ning to say that maybe the Is- 
raelis shoulg mot have struck 
back at Lake Kinneret. 

“It is time that American Jew- 
ry assume the moral responsi- 
bility for’ Israel and for its own 
salvation. American Jewry must 
resist psychologically, financial- 
ly and morally the forces that 
seek to destroy Israel, and pub- 
licly raise money to buy arms 
te fight the enemies of Israel 
and America—-the Arabs.” 





General Hospital 
Has Kosher Meals 


JERSEY CITY (NJP) — For 
the first time since it opened 25 
years ago, the Jersey City Med- 
ical Center has made kosher food 
available to its Jewish patients. 

PREVIOUSLY, special permis- 
sion wag necessary for kosher 
food to be brought into the hos- 
pital from the outside for pa- 
tients requesting it. The kosher 
food is available to Jewish mem- 
bers of the hospital staff also. 

Instrumental in innovating. the 
plan were the Council of Kash- 
ruth and Traditional Judaism of 
Jersey City, a lay, non-profit or- 
ganization, Rabbi Zvi Shurin, 
volunteer chaplain at the center 
and Bernard J. Berry, mayor of 
Jersey City. 

PRE-COOKED packages of 
kosher meats ang vegetables are 
stored in a special compartment 
of the hospital freezer. The food 
is heated in a steam oven under 
the rabbi’s supervision. It is then 
served untouched in the pack- 
ages to the patients with dispos- 
able plastic forks and spoons. No 
extra fee is charged for this 
service. 

At the council’s second anni- 
versary dinner, a sample kosher 
meal was served to approximate- 
ly 100 guests. It consisted of tur- 
key, stuffing, cranberry sauce, 
sweet potatoes, diced carrots and 
tea. It is expected that roast 
chicken and other kinds of meat 
will be available in the near fu- 
ture.

NEW YORK (NJP)—The New 
York Federation of Jewish Phil- 
anthropies has informed the New 
York Board of Rabbis (NYBR) 
that all dinners and luncheons 
officially sponsored by the Fed- 
eration would be kosher.

H. JudaH Hurwitz, heag of the 
Kashrut Supervisors Union who 
lauded the work of the NYBR 
in stepping up kashrut observ- 
ance in Jewish organizations as 
well as their co-operation in in- 
troducing kosher food to New 
York hospitals.

WHEREAS heretofore without 
an expert guide a tourist was 
lost, he will soon be able to fol- 
low the simplest guide book and 
locate any one of the places in 
Israel’s vast treasury of historic 
sites, whether Jewish, Greek, 
Roman, Christian or Moslem, 
The tourist who formerly had 
to fend for himself is soon going 
to be yelling, “enough,” in view 
of everything being planned for 
him. 

When he arrives, at least if 
it’s by ship, he’s greeted with 
music by the Haifa municipal 


# youth band. There’s waving of 


flags and the rest of it that goes 
to make the traveler feel wel- 
come, in fact, everything that 
Hawaii does, without the hula 
girls, but that possibly could 
come too. 


TO SHOW the extent to which 
the tourist idea has seized the 
Israeli authorities, an old gim- 
mick which is more or less com- 
mon in the U.S., but new here 
was employeg with great success 
several weeks ago. 

When Mrs. Harriet Scheffreen, 
of Boston, stepped from an El Ai 
Constellation, she got the sur- 
prise of her life. She was the 
250,00th tourist to come to Is 
rael since the state was founded, 
and in the best Madison Ave. 
style, she was presented with 
two bouquets of flowers, while 
the first metal emblem of the 
Government Tourist Corporation 
was pinned on her lapel. Mean- 
while photographers were snap- 
ping pictures.

NO JEWISH BOXERS TODAY, BUT ROSS 


HELD 3 OF 22 TITLES BY JEWS FROM 1908-35

DAYTON, Ohio (NJP)—Barney Ross swaggered into the radio studio, spied the piano and, 
while a coterie of onlookers watched open-mouthed, rapped out “The Anniversary Waltz.” 
“I Jearned to play between fights,” he said in his hoarse voice, ‘and I can’t even read a 


note.” 


He tilted his flattened face toward the ceiling and smiled blithely. 


But to Barney Ross, who held three championships simultaneously in the '30’s, his Muse is 


boxing, and it wasn’t long before 
he was saying: 


“1 COULDN’T name you five 
Jewish fighters today. Why 
aren’t there more? It’s a good 
question, but there’s really a 
simple answer. Take my time. It 
was the height of the depression 
years. From dire need I turned 
to boxing—they all turned to it. 
Today there’s no need to take 
that kind Of punishment; a Jew- 
ish boy can make money in oth- 
er, easier ways.” 

His stubby fingers fumbling 
with a match book, Barney Ross 
sat at the piano, patiently wait- 
ing to put in a radio appearance. 
As he waited, his memory was 
whetted, and soon he was pour- 
ing out the story of the Jewish 
boy in boxing. 

For the uninitiated, it might 
be well to scan this history. If 
David and Goliath can be dis- 
counted from these annals, it 
all begins in the late 18th cen- 
tury when the “Star of Zion,” 
Daniel Mendoza, reigned as the 
uncrowned champion of Eng- 
land. Indeed, chronicler Nat Fiei- 
scher credits him with being the 
“first fighter to cultivate and 
develop scientific boxing (which) 
... revolutionized the prize ring.” 


JEWISH JOE Choyinski of 
San Francisco, a massive 175 
pounder, met all comers in the 
years before the turn of the pre- 
sent century. Gentleman Jim 
Corbett measured him in a bare 
knuckle brawl, but it took 28 
rounds. This fight is said to have 
launched Corbett on his profes- 
sional boxing career. 

But the greatest glory came 
in the years between 1908 and 
1935. In that 27-year span, Jews 
held 22 titles; their names and 
feats would fill any syllabus of 
boxing: 

Benny Leonard (probably the 
greatest of them all), Abe Attell, 
Lou Kid Kaplan, Benny Bass, 
Jackie Kid Berg, Dentist Leach 
Cross (actually Dr. Louis C. 
Wallach), Battling Levinsky, Ted 
Kig Lewis, Jackie Fields, Slapsie 
Maxie Rosenbloom, Ben Jeby, 
Lew Tendler, Bob Olin, Al Sing- 
er and even Mushy Callahan (an 
Orthodox Jew with a most un- 
orthodox name). 

Barney Ross, like so many oth- 
er ring greats, was born on New 
York’s East Side 46 years ago. 
When he was a teen-ager, fight- 
ing his way into and out of 
neighborhood scraps, his father 
was shot to death in a holdup. 

“I didn’t want to go into box- 
ing,” he protested, stroking his 
spread-eagled nose, “but I had 
to.” Gradually his artful fists 
won him acclaim—‘“I became the 
neighborhood king,” he beamed 
triumphantly—and in 1929, after 
winning a Golden Gloves crown, 
he turneq pro. 


“THEN, NATURALLY I had 


to love fighting,” Barney de- 
clared. The brown, almond- 
shaped eyes brightened. “Fight- 
ing paid. I hag two sisters and 


a brother in an orphanage. With 
the money I made, I pulled them 


out, one by one.” He glowed 
Satisfaction. 
Barney Ross lost only four 


times in 77 ring battles. He did 
everything well, beating such pe- 
rlod luminaries as Jimmy Mc- 
Larnin, Tony Canzoneri, Billy 








Petrolle, Battling Battalino and 


terweight titles. When he hung 
up the gloves in 1938, he was 
the undefeated lightweight 
champion of the world. 

Barney’s biggest bout, how- 
ever, came several years later. 
As a Marine during World War 
II, he was seriously wounded at 
Guadalcanal. The administration 
of drugs alleviated the severe 
pain, but the courageous little 
scrapper soon found he couldn’t 
subsist without them. It was a 
condition Barney Ross overcame 
only after the most desperate 
fight of his life. 

“You know,” he said philoso- 
phically, “there’s an old saying 
in boxing: ‘Show me a hungry

Moses’ Invention 
By RABBI J. J. WEINSTEIN 





WITH THE double Sedra of 
this Shabbat we finish the book 
of Exodus. These portions and 
their Haftorahs from Kings are 
devoted completely to a detailed 
description of the plans for the 
sacred things of the tabernacle 
—the Ark, the altar, the laver, 
the Menorah, the cups, the snuf- 
fers, the basins and the fire pans, 
the curtains, the staves and the 
rings. 

These Chapters should put to 
rest once and for all the curious 
charge that the tradition, sty- 
mieg by the prohibition against 
graven images, was indifferent 
to the arts. Israel was far from 
indifferent to beauty and the 
forms of beauty. The excava- 
tions of ancient Israeli cities re- 
veals more and more that our 
lack of prominence in the plas- 
tic arts was truer of the disper- 
sion and the ghetto period than 
of the period before Titus and 
Vespasian. 


THE IMPOSED restraints. on 
Jewish consumption, as evidenced 
by the sumptuary laws, togeth- 
er with a hold-over fear of fall- 
ing into idolatrous confusion of 
the image for the idea, kept our 
synagogs barren of plastic orna- 
ment. Perhaps also there was a 
zealous regard for the latent 
blasphemy in attempting to con- 
fine the universal spirit of God 
in the prison of clay or marble 

Jewish artists were encour- 
aged to express themselves 
through poetry, song and acis 
of piety. They created the moral 
climate and the valid instinctual 
responses which served as the 
raw materials for the Michelan- 
gelos and the Rembrandts. Heine. 
a jilted Hellene, admits that 
Moses carved a great people, a 
freedom-loving, mature race out 
of the slavish mass and that this 
was far greater artistry than 
the craftsmanship required by 
the Sphinx and the Pyramids. 


MOSES WAS not ofily a great 
artist. He was a realist. He made 
the first tabernacle, a tent which 
could be struck and raised as 
the people journeyed. Would 


that more Temple builders could 
follow his example! 

We Jews are chronic victims 
of an “edifice complex.” We build 
vast, imposing, permanent struc- 
tures for transients. We are a 
mobife people. We insist on giv- 
ing external evidence of our so- 
cial and economic progress. 

There was a time when the 
Orthodox community would in- 
herit the abandoneg Temple of 
the Reform. Now Orthodox and 
Reform move together into the 
choice suburbs, leaving the old 
neighborhoods strewn with aban- 
doned synagogs—with many 
good years of life in them. Many 
are purchased by Negro congre- 
gations at a fraction of their 
cost. Countee Cullen could write 
a sequel to “Old Clothes to the 
Jew:” “The Temples to the Ne- 
gro.” 


WHAT IS MOST apalling is 
the fact that there seems to be 
little order or planning in the 
building of new synagogs in the 
new neighborhoods. Each group 
that can organize a_ building 
committee seems bent on hav- 
ing a building. Future genera- 
tions of Jews will again devote 
vast energies to burning mort- 
gages. 

If ever we needed a Jewish 
Community Council that could 
plan for the whole community, 
we heed it now. We have Bezal- 
lels in abundance and offerings 
of gold and silver almost as 
freely given as in the days of 
the wilderness. But where is the 
Moses who shall help us define 
the purpose of this building?

ALOFT WITH EL AL—The landscape as seen from the win- 
dows of an El Al plane is no different from that visible through 
the windows of any other aircraft.

ALPERT Transformed Into A Family 
Here was more than just a heterogeneous assortment of 
passengers gathered together by the caprice of fate, but a com- 
munity of people bound for the same destination and interested 
in many of the same things. It was impossible for these people 
to remain strangers to each other. Human relationships were 
less restrained, less formal. Within a short period of time, the 
plane-load had been transformed into a family, freely exchanging 
opinions, reminiscences, advice. 

In one corner passengers turned around in their seats to 
listen to a South African hold forth on the race segregation 
problem and its effects on Jewish community life. A Cuban told 
of the time the Jews of that little island had petitioned the Joint 
Distribution Committee not to send them any more refugees with 
beards. The woman from Seattle discovered that the couple from 
Atlanta and she had mutual friends. 

As the hours flew by, literally, as new passengers boarded at 
London, Paris, Rome, I began to realize that here was the whole 
broad panorama of Jewish life unfolding before us, a preamble, 
as it were, to arrival in Israel. 

The sedate British gentleman in an aisle seat soon unbent 
and was Shortly practicing Hebrew phrases with his seat-mate. 
In conversation with one little old lady, the name of a well-known 
Israeli scientist was mentioned. She knew of him and sang his 
praises at once—not for his high position, not for his academic 
attainments but—“could he say a maftir!” 


No Disrespect, But That Aliza!

In Lonely-Hearts Clubs 





MOST PEOPLE, I would say, look down on resorting to lonely- 
hearts correspondence clubs as a means to acquiring a mate. Sort

Then, too, it has been my impression that there must be many 


more female than male appli- 
cants since a man could work 
openly in the marriage mart. 
From which follows naturally 


the feeling that whatever men 


were on file couldn’t have been 
of much count, 

Even so, it seemed a shame, I 
have thought, that some such 
business-like approach to help- 
ing lonely, single folk couldn’t 
be an efficient and socially ac- 
ceptable path toward the altar. 


WELL, WE have just come 
across some heartening news, 
for women at least, and you will 
pardon me if most of my sym- 
pathy lies in that direction, since 
I am not only concerned for my 
fellow sex but, as I’ve reiterated, 
this continues to be a man’s 
world. 

We have authentic information 
that, in the non-Jewish lon®ly 
hearts clubs at least, instead of 
a spate of women applicants, the 
percentage is usually two men 
for every woman and even up 
to six men for every female ap- 
plicant. 

Professor Kar] Miles Wallace, 
Ph.D., revealeqg this surprising 
news in an article in the March 
issue of McCall magazine when 
he wrote of running one such 
club over a period of six years 
as part of his research toward 
his thesis. He discovered that not 
only in his club but in many oth- 
ers that he joined in order to get 
membership lists, “I found it to 
be a universal phenomenon. . 
I was even more surprised (he 
added) to find that half the men 
(in his club) were under 35.” 
Years lost in the war or getting 
an education had brought these 
young men to his door in their 
determined search for a wife. 

IN HIS SIX-YEAR experiment 
he served 6023 clients, married 
to his knowledge 640 of them. 
Three-fourths of those who ans- 
wered a questionnaire emphatic- 
ally reported themselves happily 
mated. The majority in his club 
were “the surprisingly average 
and normal people we meet ev- 
ery day” who had missed out 
perhaps because of living in a 
small town with few prospects, 
supporting relatives, preoccupa- 
tion with schooling, the war. 
There were, to be sure, some 
handicapped or timid applicants. 

Dr. Wallace warneg in passing 
that there are only about a doz- 
en well-established and compet 
ently operated clubs in _ exist- 
ence, but even so, as one of his 
female members put it, people 
were hypocrites to be ashamed 
of meeting by mail. Happily mar- 





ried for two years, she thought 
her folks would be mortified if 
they knew how she had met her 
husband. 

“IF A RESPECTABLE girl,” 
she wrote, “spends $500 on a 
wardrobe and summer resort to 
get a husband, we say she is 
playing it smart. But heaven help 
her if she puts $10 in an envel- 
ope and meets him by mail.” 

We coulg hope that the Jewish 
correspondence clubs might re- 
veal a few statistics too but that 
would be unlikely. They are still 
in business (not only has Wal- 
lace closed up shop but he was 
willing to operate at a loss to 
get his information) and not in- 
terested in discouraging any pos- 
sible customers. But we wonder, 
if the ratio among their appli- 
cants fits the non-Jewish pat- 
tern of twice as many male ap- 
plicants (doubtful), how many 
introductions result in marriage 
each year, how happy the mar- 
riages are, what the applicants 
desire in a mate. 

WE SUPPOSE, from what we 
hear and read on the subject that 
physical appearance is a big fac- 
tor. With tall handsome men and 
blonde beauteous women at a 
premium, neither of course too 
Jewish looking. (Don’t jump on 
me, I’m just giving my candid 
impression.) 

It might be interesting to com- 
pare today’s approach with the 
attitude of our grandparents and 
their parents before them as 
they undertook to marry off 
their children. 

THE IDEAL male was not 
judged at all by his physical ap- 
pearance. Onl} his learning and 
wisdom and, even better, these 
two combined with a _ suitable 
amount of worldly goods. He 
could be a cripple; it would mat- 
ter not. The girl, of course, would 
make it easier on her parents if 
she happened to be beautiful but 
even so there was hope for the 
unattractive or even deformed. 
“Due allowance for such,” ex- 
plains “Life is With People”, 
must be made in the dowry. 
There may be difficulty in mar- 
rying off such a girl, but it is 
generally assumed that some ar- 
rangement can be made. The 
bridegroom is cOmputed almost 
as if he were a disembodied in- 
tellect.”

(Thanks to Kose Soffir, 
University City, Mo.) 

7 eggs, separated 

1 cup sugar 

% cup matzo cake meal 

% cup potato starch 

1 cup chopped wainuts 

(coated with 1 tblsp. po- 
tato starch) 

% tsp. salt 

1 cup masheg ripe bananas 
Beat egg yolks until light in col- 
or. Add sugar, and continue heat- 
ing until creamy. Add mashed 
bananas, Beat thoroughly. Add 
dry ingredients which have been 
sifted together. Blend well. Fold 
in stiffly beaten whites. Fold in 
nuts. Bake in an _ ungreased 
spring form pan for one hour at 
385 degrees, until it springs back 
when touched lightly. Allow to 
cool in the pan. May be frosted 
with boiled frosting or served 
plain.

% cup milk 
1 cup matzo meal 
44 cup matzo cake meal 
4  tblsps. melted shortening 
Beat the eggs until light and 
frothy. Add the salt, then the 
milk. Beat until blended. Add 
matzo meal, cake mea] and then 
the melted shortening. Bake in 
greased muffin tins for about 
30 minutes at 350 degrees. Muf- 
fins are finished when a tooth- 
pick inserted in the center comes 


out clean. Serve hot.

And all the beautiful ritual ob- 
jects in which your famiyl takes 
so much pride should be looked 
over. Often replacements or ad- 
ditions are needed. 

There are some lovely seder 
plates from Israel, and those 
might be considered as a gift 
if you are lucky enough to be 
inviteg by friends or relatives 
for one of the sedurim, 

And for a small hostess gift, 
if you are visiting during the 
yomtov week, have you seen the 
charming kitchen towels with 
attractive prints and the words 
“milchig” and “fleishig’? And 
of course, the confectioners will 
have beautiful packages of candy, 
cookies and other goodies, all 
kosher l’pesah. But more about 
that in a week or so. 

When you use raisins or 
other dried fruits in baking, re- 
member to roll them in flour 
before blending them into the 
batter to prevent their sinking 
to the bottom during the baking 
process. For stewed dried fruit 
compote, try using orange or 
lemon juice for part of the water 
in which the stewing takes place. 
More flavor, and more food vajue

SO FAR. 
a young and peautiful South African 
girl, who immigrates to Israel, finds 
life in a kibbutz dull, meets Jona- 
than, and the two fall in love. Be- 
fore they can be married, Jonathan 
is sent to the Negev to help defend 
the settlements there from Arab at- 
tacks.

And, 
there were the Schwartzes, who lived 
upstairs—Ephraim Schwartz, an art- 
ist; Mary, his comforting wife dur- 
ing those turbulent times, and little 
Brigitte, with whom Heinz often 
played and had many fond memories.

Ever since Heinz could re- 
member, his father had seemed 
to regard him as a fairly inter- 
esting creature—to be provoked 
in order to study his reactions, 
sometimes to be treated benev- 
olently, hardly ever to be re- 
garded as a human being.

Mr. Dulles’ assertion before the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee that the Russians are gradually adopting our ways has 
a certain amount of truth in it, but not very much. There would 
be more truth in the statement that Mr. Dulles is emulating the 
Russians. 

In 1939, after concluding the infamous,Stalin-Hitler pact, Mr. 
Molotov commented about fascism that “it is a matter of taste.” 
In 1956, Mr. Dulles remarks about the regime.in Saudi Arabia, 
where the king is the patron of slave-hunting expeditions %n 
Africa and where a man caught stealing has his hand cut off in 
the public square, that it is a country with “curious” practices 
and “idiosyncrasies.” He compared Saudi Arabia to Tibet, with- 
out mentioning the important difference that Tibetans have never 
been known to be callous toward human life and liberty. 

Not Convinced By Dulles’ Assurances 

Mr. Dulles’ assurances, more or less half-hearted or implied, 
about his concern for Israel and his admonition to Israel to rely 
on “collective security” sound strikingly similar to the assurances 
Molotov gave to Sharett and to C. L. Sulzberger of the New York 
Times and to the assurances that Krushchev gave to Harold Wil- 
son, who reported them in the New York Herald Tribune. 

The encouragement. the State Department has been giving 
the American Council. for Judaism and their fellow-travelers (like 
Prof. Herman Gray) looks like a clumsy attempt to imitate the 
Bolsheviks in setting up a Yevsektzia. 

Wel, thank God for Hillel Kook! 

No, I am still unconvinced about Stevenson. I do not think 
that a man whose mind is mildewed with moderation is a liberal. 

When Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt realized what was at stake in 
the Middle East, she went home and drew up a statement, which 
she got Truman and Reuther to sign. Nobody asked her to do 
it; no Jew saw the statement before it appeared in print. It was 
not a statement addressed to Hadassah, or to Pioneer Women, or 
to the National Council of Jewish Women. It was a statement ad- 
dressed to the American people. And it was a forthright appeal 
for arms for Israel. No equivocation. 

Stevenson sent a statement to Abraham Feinberg, Chairman 
of Israel Bonds, which reads like a soliloquy by Brutus. Like 
Brutus wrestling with his conscience before assassinating Caesar, 
Stevenson wresstles with his before asking for arms for Israel. 
But presumably Brutus had his qualms about assassinating any- 
body, while Stevenson has nothing to say about arms to Saudi 
Arabia, Iraq and Egypt. 

To Rabbi Jacob Weinstein of Chicago I would strongly recom- 
mend that he read the Jewish Frontier more carefully. Especially, 
in the last issue, Marie Syrkin’s reply to Gerald Evans Hopkins, 
I would also urge him to read carefully — very, very carefully — 
page 121 in Marie Syrkin’s biography of Golda Myerson (Way of 
Valor, Sharon Books).

The Zim liners are 100 per 
cent kosher; the integrity of 
kashrut maintenance is the per- 
sonal concern of everyone aboard 
ship, under the Supervision of a 
mashgiach directly responsible 
to the Israeli Rabbinate, headed 
by the Chief Rabbi of Israel. 

“But the feeling of Jewishness 
aboard a Zim liner does not of 
course, end with kashrut. There 
are other vital attractions for 
the traditional-mindeg traveler 
to Europe, aside from the very 
unique attraction of traveling 
aboard an all-Jewish vessel. Both 
the SS Israel and the SS Zion 
have synagogs: of extraordinary 
beauty, designed with a rever- 
ent inspiration that is evident in 
every minute detail. These are 
not merely the product of shift- 


ing furniture and manipulating 
draperies to create a temporary 
synagog effect. Each is a minia- 


ture Beth Hamikdash, a perma- 
nent part of the ship—the spir- 
itual nucleus of Shipboard life 
to which passengers turn natur- 
ally and lovingly for their daily 
devotions, in an atmosphere that 
must surely have something of 
the grandeur of the Temple of 
old, and certainly of the Israel 
of today. 

“Beyond this, the man of re- 
ligious inspiration will find at 
his disposal a varied collection 
of sefarim, housed in an impres- 
sive library. He may be moved 
to reflection on the eternal truths 
by the eternal beauty of a gold 
and crimson sunset. He may be 
touched by a mood of gentle con- 
templation as he garners the age- 
old wisdom of the Talmud in this 
Beth Hamedrash that is as much 
a part of these new Israeli ves- 
sels ag their hull and breeze- 
swept decks. For the traveler to 
Europe, life aboard a Zim pas- 
senger vessel is the sweet famil- 
iarity of home, the inspiration 
of the synagog, the contempla- 
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tion of the Beth Hamedrash— 
and the more mundane pleasures 
of a luxurious ocean voyage, all 
rolled into one.” 


IN THIS CONNECTION, we'd 
now like to quote from The Jew- 
ish Post (no connection with us) 
of London, which is published 
by an Orthodox group. We saved 
this clipping from last October, 
recognizing that the time would 
come when it would fit in with 
something we wanted to get 
across. It is entitled, “Yom Kip- 
pur in an Israeli Ship.” 

“Under the above heading, The 
Jewish Chronicle of London re 
cently published a report, by a 
correspondent, of Yom Kippur 
aboard the SS Artsa. The corre- 
spondent writes, “To be on Yom 
Kippur Day in an Israeli ship is 
not only to be, in a way, on Is- 
raeli soil, but also to encounter 
all the contradictions of life in 
modern Israel, 


“He then describes the serv- 
ices aboarg this Jewish ship. On 
Yom Kippur Day there were two 
services in different parts of the 
ship; one for the Sephardim and 
one for the Ashkenazim. Yet, 
hardly more than 15 people par- 
ticipated in each—out of some 
500 passengers and crew, all ex- 
cept a very few of them Jews. 

“The atmosphere On this boat 
is then described in the follow- 
ing terms: People smoked freely 
on deck. though even some of 
the smokers thought it tactless 
on the part Of some officers of 
the ship to parade their pipes in 
public. If, they argued, Yom Kip- 
pur is to be observed on a Jew- 
ish ship, at least outwardly, then 
the ship’s crew, and the officers 
in particular, shoulq not break 
it so openly. 

“We are then told that passen- 
gers who so wished, had their 
food served in the cabins, while 
at the same time meals in the 
officers’ mess were served as 
usual, in full view of the passen- 
gers. 

“And finally there is a tragic 
touch; we are informed that a 
young Protestant student from 
Holland took part in the Jewish 
Service, and did not smoke and 
kept Fast, because he wanted to 
learn about the ways of the 
Jews from the inside! We hope 
that this young Protestant stu- 
dent will not learn the ways of 
the Jews from the SS Artsa, 
from its officers, or from this 
incredible public Chillul Hash- 
OM. 5’ 

Wheather the SS Artsa is a 
Zim ship or not, I do not know. 
But it is an Israeli ship. 

In this connection, we recall 
the banquet we attended at the 
King David hotel in Jerusalem 
at which the Americans in Israel 
at that time were the guests of 
David Ben-Gurion, prime min- 
ister. 


ALTHOUGH an American 
Jewish leader was at the dais, 
and no doubt was partly respon- 
sible for the invitations that 
went out, the meal opened with 
out the customary prayer. Now 
we recognize that this is of no 
great moment. But the tradition 
in the U. S. is to open any ban- 
quet with thanks to God, and 
since, the guests were all U 5S. 
Jews, it woulg have been only 
respectful on the part of Ben- 
Gurion to have permitted an in- 
vocation, if only the reciting of 
the motzee, 

All Jews recall fondly the 
times when Jewish guests at the 
White House were served kosher 
food. out of respect for their re- 
ligion. The presidents of the 
U. S. who honored the religion 
of their guests in this manner 
were not compromising their 
own religious beliefs. In the same 
manner the Israelis who were 
not religious would not have 


JEWS OF THE SOUTH 


FROM READING the accounts. of the 


dislocations caused by attempts at im- 
plementation of the Supreme Court’s de- 
cision outlawing segregation on the Jews 
of the South (NJP, Feb. 24, March 2, ’56), 
it will be seen that the United States 
Jewish community is divided as between 
the North and the South just as is the 
nation, 

The position of the Jew in a com- 
munity in which he is obviously a frac- 
tion of a minority in the South is not an 
easy one. Even if he happens to be a 
person who is opposed to the fight against 
the Supreme Court ruling, the - choice 
open to him is either to go along with 
the majority or become a martyr to his 
beliefs. 

THE SITUATION is tense enough so 
that economic ruin faces anyone, whether 
he is Jewish or not, if he fails to go along 
with the citizens committees who are 
violently opposed to desegregation. 

The news item in the Feb. 24 issue 
of The Post quoting from the Jackson, 
Miss., daily paper in which the Ameri- 
can Jewish Congress was pictured as the 
group backing the NAACP, the Negro 
civic protective organization, indicates 
the bitterness being engendered. 

It is all well enough to criticize the 
Jews who are in this precarious position, 


AND DESEGREGATION 


but that is too simple an approach and 
solves nothing except to build someone’s 
fictitious courage by spouting words of 
denouncement. 

FROM THE JEWISH standpoint, it 
is good that our national Jewish organi- 
zations, without exception, have gone on 
record as vigorously upholding the Su- 
preme Court decision. In fact, before 
the decision was rendered, the organized 
Jewish community made its feelings 
known in every way in any kind of legi- 
timate action possible. 

That this action has complicated the 
position of the Jews in some parts of 
the South is unfortunate. 

IT IS LITTLE SOLACE to these Jews 
to be told that they should be proud of 
the courage of the United States Jewish 
community, but it must serve in this in- 
stance. For the United States Jewish 
community to have remained silent at 
this time on an issue which is so clearly 
enunciated throughout Jewish history 
and literature would have spelled the 
end of organized Jewish life in the United 
States. 

In fact, there would be no rhyme to 
a United States Jewish community, which 
gloried in the courageous actions of the 
prophets 2,000 years ago, but was fearful 
of upholding right in 1956. 


LACK OF FOSTER HOMES DISGRACEFUL 


Despite all the alibis of Jewish com- 
munities for failure to provide enough 
foster homes (NJP, Feb. 24, 1956) to 
take care of the children of broken 
Jewish homes, etc., there really is no ex- 
cuse whatsoever. 

These children are now being placed 
in non-Jewish homes. 

It is shocking that Jewish homes — 
not just poor Jewish homes, but any 


Jewish homes—are not opened to these 
tots. 

It is a mitzva to take in these chil- 
dren. 

Judaism is based on mitzvos, so when 
these mitzvos go begging, it is clear that 
Judaism is sick. 

Not very many years ago—in fact if 
your grandparents were living today — 
there wouldn’t have been this first prob- 
lem with these children. Any Jewish 
door would have been open to them. 


THE TOURIST TO ISRAEL GETS RECOGNITION 


ISRAEL’S ATTENTION to the tour- 
ists thus far seems to have been directed 
solely to his pocketbook, which is more 
or less understandable in view of Is- 
rael’s need. 

But sooner or later this attitude 
would inevitably have led to killing the 
goose that laid the golden egg, and we’re 
happy to report that all signs point to a 
business-less approach to providing the 
tourists with the mechanical arrange- 
ments necessary to make his stay in Is- 
rael not only comfortable, but entertain- 
ing and informative and with a mini- 
mum of the kind of disappointments 
which are part of every trip to a for- 
eign land. 

Whether Ted Kollek, that nebulous 


-fellow whom we’ve never seen in pub- 


=< 


lic or heard quoted directly, but who is 
close to Ben-Gurion, whose advisor on 
American affairs he is, is responsible for 
this new look on tourism or not, we don’t 
know. But Kollek is now head of the 
Israel Government Tourist Bureau, and 
there seems now to be some sense in Is- 
rael’s approach to tourism. 


AS IT IS, there still was a complaint 
registered last week in a letter to the 
Jerusalem Post from an American tour- 
ist, who was bitterly disappointed when 
she could not: locate the artist’s colony 
in Safed, nor some of the interesting 
spots on Mt. Carmel which the guide 
book had persuaded her to visit. All her 
efforts to get the local gentry in those 
two places to help her out proved more 
irritating than successful. 

But this exception soon will be the 
kind of thing that will only prove the 
rule. 

Tourism provides many European na- 


tions with substantial parts of their 
budgets, and most.certainly the millions 
of dollars tourists are now spending in 
Israel are important to the new state’s, 
economic well-being. 

¢ Fortunately for Israel, it has so many 
inherent attractions to the visiting Jew, 
and for that matter the non-Jew, too, 
that despite all the things that were 
lacking and wrong, tourism has grown. 

BUT LIKE IN ALL matters that Is- 
rael had to learn the hard way, it took 
more than just wishing it were so to 
make a new nation into a tourist’s para- 
dise. The important thing is that now 
it seems the tourist to Israel will get 
the consideration he deserves. 

The news story in this week’s Post 
recounting the many steps that are being 
taken to make the tourist’s stay as ex- 
citing and pleasurable as possible, will 
warm the heart of those who, having 
visited Israel and having fallen in love 
with her, want everything there to be as 
perfect as possible. 

WE MIGHT SUGGEST one step that 
seems not up until now to have been 
planned. In each of about 10 or 15 
major Israel cities, there should” be an 
office of the Israel Government Tourist 
Agency staffed with as pleasant and at- 
tractive personnel as possible. To these 
offices, the tourist could repair when in 
need of information or advice. Such a 
station exists in New York’s Times 
Square, and might limit a great deal of 
the inconveniences and the disappoint- 
ments which the tourist to any foreign 
country is bound to have to contend. 

But in any event, we’re happy to see 
the many improvements, and congratu- 
late the Israel Government Tourist Bu- 
reau for instituting them. 


SAUDI ARABIA’S ACT CANNOT BE ACCEPTED 


In the case of the acceptance by the 
United States of the discrimination 
against Jews by Saudi Arabia, why 
doesn’t some Jew sue the government? 

Clearly the United States Govern- 
ment has taken part in an arrange- 
ment which is indefensible, and very 
obviously any court would rule against 
it. 


We don’t know the legal steps neces- 
sary or even whether a citizen can call 
his government to task in this way, but 
clearly Mr. Dulles must be made to 
know that no United States citizen, Jew 


or not, can accept the situation without 
admitting to a second-class status.

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Fineman Takes Issue With Levin’s Review, Novel Superior To ‘Morningstar’

Meyer Levin’s review of Mich- 
ael Blankfort’s novel, “The 
Streng Arm,” interests me par- 
ticularly because I’ve just read 
the book and find my reaction to 
it so very different from Lev- 
in’s. 

J, too, am acquainted with the 
author’s background; but I do 
not therefore- assume that the 
narrator—the “I” of the story 
is any more than in part some 
transmuted fragment of the 
author’s total personality and ex- 
perience. : 

Fine and experienceq writer 
that he is,.Levin knOws as well 
as I do how a writer will inject 
some small part of himself even 
into a character he intends to 
be far from admirable. The nar- 
rator, Ernie, in “The Strong 
Hand” is no more representative 
of Michael Blankfort than impo- 
tent Jake in “The Sun Also 
Rises” (whom Ernie resembles 
too closely for my taste) is re- 
presentative of He-man Heming- 
way. And anyway Ernie doesn’t 
take “the voyage from commu- 
nist circles to orthodoxy in Juda- 
ism” as Levin suggests, nor does 
anyone else in “The Strong 
Hand.” 


I FOUND the references to 
communism in connection with 
Rabbi Leo Berdick’s Hollywood 
cousin generally unimportant 
and impertinent to the story ex- 
cept for the fact that this was 
part of the Hollywood scene at 
that time. Ang if Blankfort were 
as “slick” as Levin makes him 
out to be he would hardly have 
presented the orthodoxy of com- 
munism alongside that of Juda- 
ism only to have a small boy cast 
one stone of comparison in favor 
of Judaism against communism. 

Be that as it may, it seems to 
me that Levin indicated in the 
very first sentence of his review 
that he had somehow managed 
to miss the whole meaning of 
the novel. For me this is not “a 
conversion novel’; nor is_ it 
primarily intended “to praise 
the orthodox Jewish faith.” 


NO ONE IN the book is con- 
verted; not even Katy Water- 
man who is pictureq as an 
“emancipated” and rather “lost” 
girl who had fallen in love with 
the only strongly integrated man 
(I mean spiritually, of course), 
she has ever known; and, a lov- 
ing woman being what she is, 
God help her, she’d willingly 


keep six sets of dishes for love 
of young Rabbi Berdick. 

And I’m willing te bet Michael 
Blankfort, her creator, doesn’t 
keep even two sets, let alone the 
extra ones required by Ortho- 
doxy during the coming Pass- 
Over; so he hasn't been convert- 
ed either, any more than Levin 
became a hassig before writing 
his wonderful “Golden Moun- 
tain,” or I became a Polish-Jew- 
ish yeshiva boher before writing 
“Hear Ye Sons.” 

What Blankfort has done pri- 
marily in “The Strong Hand” 
ang done well, movingly and 
with power, is to present ‘the di- 
lemma of Jewish orthodoxy in 
our time, and, incidentally, to 
reveal those timelss values which 
true orthodoxy is still desperate- 
ly and sometimes even irration- 
ally trying to preserve. 


AS FOR LEVIN’S statement 
that this book “falls in with 
what might be called the neo- 
orthodox trend adopted by Her- 
man Wouk”—while it is true that 
Blankfort’s book bears the com- 
mendation of Mr. Wouk on its 
jacket this doesn’t necessarily 
mean that it is in the same cate- 
gory as “Marjorie Morningstar.” 


Indeeqd Mr. Wouk might have 
done Judaism a great service 
had he printed his recommenda- 
tion of “The Strong Hand” on 
the jacket of “Marjorie Morning- 
star” so that the readers of that 
vivid picture of the expensively 
“catered” orthodoxy of West 
End Avenue ang Flatbush might 
go On from that meaningless 
travesty of Judaism to learn 
what priceless thing it was that 
true Orthodoxy so long and so 
stubbornly had striven to save. 

“The Strong Hand” should be 
required po0st-“Marjorie Morn- 
ingstar” reading. 


FOR BLANKFORT has made 
quite clear in the drama of Rabbi 
Leo Berdick that it is no longer 
rigid Orthodoxy which needs to 
be saved so much as thoSe ever- 
lasting values in Judaism which 
Orthodoxy did indeed for cen- 
turies but apparently can no 
longer save for us_ without 
change. 

If Levin will read again the 
Jast pages of Blankfort’s book 
he will see how far removed its 
spirit is from the spirit of “Mar- 
jorie Morningstar.” Leo Berdick’s 
dream of the revival of the an- 
cient Sanhedrin, which would re- 


lease Judaism from the rigor 
mortis of unchanging orthodoxy 
and restore tO it an organic self- 
renovating vitality, has long been 
my dream and, I venture to say, 
Levin’s dream as well as Blank- 
fort’s. 

We all hoped that would come 
with the revival of Israel; but 
Israel] is still struggling for the 
very life of its body polific; and 
it may well be here in America 
where the problem is pressing, 
as the emergence of these novels 
indicates and as “The Strong 
Hand” makes perfectly plain, 
that this solution may first be 
tried. 

Under the present circum- 
stances Levin is hardly justified 
in complaining that Blankfort’s 
story igs not laid in Israel. After 
all, Israel is already indebted not 
a little to American Jewry; and 
it is all to the good for us to 
give Israel the benefit of our ex- 
perience until the time comes 
when it can truthfully be said: 
“Out of Zion shall go forth the 
Law.” as 

And this, it seems to me, is 
what “The Strong Hand” does,

Liberals Threaten 
Break With ZOA 


NEW YORK (NJP)—Whether 
the U.S, will have a new Zionist 
body or not is the question. 

The liberal wing of the Zionist 
Organization of America an- 
nounced that it will call a con- 
stituent conference for the pur- 
pose of eStablishing an independ- 
ent Zionist organization in the 
United States. 

The announcement, which was 
made by Louis Lipsky, Dewey 
Stone, Ezra Shapiro and Louis 
Levinthal, who have been battl- 
ing the organization forces in 
the ZOA ever since it moved 
away from the Weizmann wing 
of the Genera] Zionist Party, fol- 
lowing the breakdown of talks 
with the present ZOA adminis- 
tration. The talks were being 
held to decide on how many 
seats in the forthcoming World 
Zionist Congress would be allot- 
ted to the liberal wing. 

Dr. Harris J. Levine, chairman 
of the national administrative 
council, said the ZOA was pre- 
pared to offer the opposition 
group “a liberal representation, 
so that their point of view may 
be expressed at the Congress.” 
The ZOA, he said, could not “ac- 
cede to their exaggerated de- 
mands in fairness to many active 
leaders and the justified claims 
of ZOA regions throughout the 
country for representation.” 

Louis Lipsky, titular head of 
the B faction of the Zionist or- 
ganization of America, refused 
an Offer of three seats in the 
World Zionist Congress. It has 
been Mr. Lipsky’s. contention 
that his group should have no 
less than eight seats. 

The Zionist Organization feels 
the three seats offered is quite 
liberal and more than fair. 


Ask AAA To Drop 


Inns Barring Jews 


NEW YORK (NJP)—The Anti- 
Defamation League of B'nai 
B'rith this week was awaiting 
word from the American Auto- 
mobile Association, which it had 
petitioned to withdraw its seal 
of approval from hotels which 
bar Jews. 

The ADL said a similar re- 
quest made last year had been 
rejected by the AAA annual con- 
vention, Since then, the New York 
and Connecticut state associa- 
tions have supporteg the request 
to withdraw the AAA seal from 
hotels and resorts which refuse 
accommodations to Jews. 

The ADL said that‘three out 
of every ten Michigan AAA ap- 
proved places barred Jews, ac- 
cording to a recent survey.
